To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
I960,  The  Report  has  been  compiled  on  the  general  lines  indicated  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health, 

The  population  of  the  area  is  returned  at  8,84-0,  which  is  an  increase  of 
70  on  the  figures  for  1959* 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  amount  to  119,  which  is  a 
reduction  of  10  compared  with  1959# 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age  occurring  in  I960 
totalled  4,  which  is  an  increase  of  3  on  the  figure  for  1959* 

Neoplasm  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  accounted  for  4  deaths  during  the  year, 
and  deaths  from  coronary  diseases  and  angina  amounted  to  17,  which  figure  was 
2  less  than  that  for  the  previous  year. 

Regarding  the  Housing  Programme,  the  following  is  a  general  overall 
picture  of  the  problem  as  it  was  at  the  end  of  i960 

The  Council’s  first  five  year  programme  of  slum  clearance  1956/1960  was 
completed  during  the  year,  with  the  demolition  of  14  houses  making  a  total  of 
122  houses  dealt  with  in  the  five  years. 

Of  the  total  of  227  houses  remaining  in  the  programme,  it  is  hoped  that 
rather  more  than  one  third  may  be  improved  to  a  fit  standard  and  the  remainder 
will  be  condemned.  This  programme  will  be  dealt  with  gradually  and  spread  over 
the  next  fifteen  years  and  sites  acquired  for  rehousing  purposes  as  they  are 
cleared, 

16  houses  were  modernised  with  the  aid  of  improvement  grants  during  the 
year,  14  of  these  being  owner- occupiers. 

From  a  survey  conducted  to  ascertain  the  numbers  of  older  houses  lacking 
bathrooms  and  other  modem  amenities,  the  Urban  District  is  better  than  average 
in  this  respect,  however,  approximately  500  houses, being  some  17/  of  the  total 
in  the  area,  are  still  without  a  separate  bathroom. 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents  during  the  year  amount 
to  1  (The  figures  for  1959  =  2,  for  1958  =4)* 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  from  the  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  in  the  ccmpHatior  of  this  report,  and  to  the 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  for 
their  help  and  interest  during  the  past  year.

2.  Drainage. 

The  detailed  supervision  of  all  drainage  works  has  been  continued 
in  connection  with  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  systems  and 
also  of  new  work. 

3 •  Pail  Closets  and  Septic  Tanks. 

There  are  now  10  houses  with  pail  closets  and  33  houses  with  septic 
tanks  in  the  area.  The  pail  closet  emptying  service  was  maintained. 


4*  Water  Supply. 

The  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  provide  the  water  supply  for 
the  town.  The  excellent  bacteriological  quality  has  been  maintained  during 
the  year.  125  samples  taken  by  the  Board  were  satisfactory  in  all  respects, 

60  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis.

Two  Karrier  vehicles  are  operating  full-time  together  with  one 
vehicle  part-time  on  waste  paper  collection. 

Tipping  operations  commenced  at  Cold  Norton  ~  situated  in  the 
Stone  Rural  District  -  in  two  pits  -  to  be  reclaimed  for  agricultural 
use. 


The  difficulty  in  finding  long  term  tipping  sites  remains  a^ 
formidable  problem,  particularly  in  view  of  development  in  the  district. 

Sites  outside  the  Urban  area  will  add  to  the  running  and  collection 
costs  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  consider  the  provision  of  extra 
vehicles  in  future  years  to  meet  collection  needs  for  such  purposes.  If 
this  situation  develops,  difficulty  will  be  experienced  in  recruiting 
suitable  additional  collection  staff  from  available  local  labour. 

The  question  of  joint  schemes  of  refuse  disposal  has  been  discussed 
with  other  Local  Authorities  but  it  has  been  found  too  costly  and  the 
facility  limited. 

Salvage 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  waste  paper,  containers  and  rags  has 
been  maintained.  Scrap  iron  and  other  metals  are  separated  and  salvaged 
but  metal  containers  (cans)  are  not  recovered.

Overcrowding  and  Reho using. 


All  occupants  of  houses  in  the  five  year  slum  clearance  programme 
1956~1960  had  already  been  rehoused  prior  to  I960.  Two  council  tenants 
were  rehoused  in  larger  houses  to  relieve  overcrowding.  17  council  houses 
became  vacant  during  the  year  and  these  were  re-allocated  mainly  under 
the  points  system. 

10.  Moveable  Dwellings. 

Two  areas  of  land  were  again  used  without  consent  for  the  parking 
of  caravans.  One  site  was  eventually  cleared  by  informal  action  and 
the  other  is  being  dealt  with  under  the  new  Caravan  Sites  and  Control 
of  Development  Act,  i960. 

Private  canal  cruising  boats  are  hired  out  for  holiday  travel  by 
a  Stone  Company.  A  fair  number  of  pleasure  craft  now  use  the  Trent 
and  Mersey  Canal  during  the  summer. 

1 1 .  Dirty  and  Verminous  Premises. 

Visits  were  made  to  3  dirty  houses  and  the  necessary  instructions 
and  advice  given  to  secure  their  cleansing. 

1  2.  Rodent  Control. 

Two  treatments  were  carried  out  to  the  sewer  system  of  the  town. 

Regular  treatment  of  the  refuse  tip  and  other  surface  installations 
has  been  carried  out.

13.  Smoke  Abatement. 

The  general  response  and  co-operation  of  industry  within  the  Urban 

area  has  been  good.  One  firm  has  continued  a  conversion  scheme  from 
coal  fired  to  gas  fired  kilns  and  so  far  four  kilns  have  been  built  or 
converted. 

There  has  been  considerable  reduction  in  the  grit  and  ash  emissions 
from  the  Meaford  Power  Station,  as  a  result  of  more  efficient  arresting 
equipment  being  installed. 

1 6.  Shops  Act. 

Regular  visits  to  shops  in  the  area  have  been  maintained. 

26  inspections  of  shops  in  respect  of  health  and  comfort  provisions 
were  made,  A  separate  Shops  Act  Report  has  been  submitted  to  the  Council. 

17,  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  Premises. 

Meat  Inspection. 

Regular  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained  in  the  three  licensed 
slaughterhouses.  All  animals  are  inspected  as  soon  as  possible  after 
slaughter. 

The  meat  produced  from  the  slaughterhouses  is  retailed  in  three 
private  butchers’  shops  situated  within  the  Urban  area.  Some  meat  is 
also  supplied  to  the  adjoining  Rural  District  area. 

The  remaining  butchers'  shops  receive  their  meat  supplies  from 
outside  the  district. 

The  Council’s  Slaughterhouse  Report  was  approved  by  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture ,  Fisheries  and  Food  in  December,  I960.

Only  247  lbs.  of  offal  was  found  to  be  infected  with  tuberculosis. 


During  the  year  there  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  the  amount  of 
meat  and  offals  affected  with  tuberculosis.  In  the  case  of  cattle  the 
reduction  since  1939  has  been  from  5*1/^  to  1 . 2/b  and  in  the  case  of  pigs 
from  2,  Xfo  to  1 . 2%. 

There  has  also  been  a  reduction  in  general  diseased  conditions  other 
than  tuberculosis  in  cattle  and  sheep  but  a  slight  increase  in  respect  of 
pigs. 


All  meat  surrendered  as  unfit  is  coloured  green  and  either  forwarded 
for  animal  feeding  products  or  destroyed  at  the  refuse  tip. 

Since  November  all  condemned  meat  and  offals  surrendered  from  the  three 
slaughterhouses  have  been  removed  for  disposal  in  accordance  with  the  new 
Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations,  i960.
